Two 
paeBureby saw him fall nnd went to his 
assistance. Life was almost extinct and 
ho died niter taking a few breaths. 


The remains were curried to the power 


house where hiflwito and children wore 
waiting for the hunbnml and father. 


When the body was examined at the 


man's homo no mark wae found on it 
nor waa thero any pinna of burning. 
Snmo of the electticiana at tho works 
thought Bnrthol 1 was not killed by elec- 
tricity, because no hums were seen. 
It has been Barthold's practice to 


stand on wood when working at a lamp, 
aud tonight he neglected to take thia 
precaution. It is siiid he has done the 
same thing many times without injury, 
but orders are to always usn a wooden 
platform. Deceiieod was about 25 yeare 
of ago and came from Fort Wayne, Ind., 
eeveral years ago.
